 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 23 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 24

PART V. LOW INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES. 8

 (A) (1) IN THIS PART, “LOW INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES” MEANS A 10 

PROGRAM DESIGNED TO ENABLE A FAMILY TO PROVIDE FOR THE NEEDS OF A 11 

CHILD WITH DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITY LIVING IN THE HOME OR AN ADULT 12 

WITH DEVELOPMENTAL DISABILITY LIVING AT HOME OR IN THE COMMUNITY. 13 

 

  (2) “LOW INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES” INCLUDES THE 14 

SERVICES AND ITEMS LISTED IN § 7–701(D) AND § 7–706(C) OF THIS SUBTITLE. 15 

 

 (B) (1) THE ADMINISTRATION SHALL PROVIDE UP TO $3,000 OF LOW 16 

INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES PER INDIVIDUAL PER YEAR TO A QUALIFYING 17 

INDIVIDUAL.  18 

 

  (2) THE ADMINISTRATION MAY WAIVE THE $3,000 CAP ON LOW 19 

INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES PROVIDED UNDER PARAGRAPH (1) OF THIS 20 

SUBSECTION. 21 

 

 (C) AN INDIVIDUAL SEEKING LOW INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES IS 22 

NOT REQUIRED TO: 23 

 

  (1) SUBMIT AN APPLICATION TO THE DEPARTMENT AS PROVIDED 24 

IN § 7–403 OF THIS TITLE; OR 25 

 

  (2) COMPLETE AN APPLICATION FOR THE MEDICAL ASSISTANCE 26 

PROGRAM OR OTHER ALTERNATIVE FUNDING. 27 

 

 (D) THE ADMINISTRATION SHALL DELIVER SERVICES TO AN ELIGIBLE 28 

INDIVIDUAL SEEKING LOW INTENSITY SUPPORT SERVICES: 29 

 

  (1) ON A FIRST–COME, FIRST–SERVED BASIS; AND 30 
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  (2) DEPENDENT ON THE AVAILABILITY AND ALLOCATION OF 1 

FUNDS PROVIDED BY THE ADMINISTRATION. 2 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 3 

June 1, 2010. 4
